will be permanently 
prouuctive 
The importance of this legisla 
tion is apparent 
Irom 
the fact 
that the state owns several hun 
dred thousand acres of timbered 
lands 
which 
should 
permanetly 
remain 
in timber 
in order 
to 
regulate the flow of the streams 
used for irrigation and 
in order 
to aid in keeping New 
Mexico 
lumber producing state 
It has been rightiy 
said that 
without her for ests 
New 
Mex ¬ 
ico would 
have 
serious 
floods 
which would wash away much of 
her agricultural lands 
would cer- 
tainly 


¬ 
lack a fuel supply and 
in 
fact 
become a veritable desert 
Forests are therefore 
especially 
important 
to the prosperity of 
the Southwest and it is much 
to 
the credit of the legislature that 
it was farsighted enoug to make 
certain of the preservation of the 
state owned forests 
According to District Forester 
Pooler of the U S Forest Service 
the practice of forestry 
by the 
state made possible by the 
pas- 
sage
